- On behalf of the Board of Management | have.the honour to present 
the 30th Annual Report, together with the Financial Statements for the year 
ended 30th June, 1969. 

. In reviewing the work of the Hospital during the year, it is interesting to 
briefly refer to some of the developments which have taken place to improve 
and maintain services so necessary to meet the ever increasing demands, due 
to the rapid population expansion in the City of Altona and districts. 

The Board of Management appointed Mr, Peter Dwyer to the position 
of Manager/Secretary in March this year, his appointment has lightened the 
load on the committee. . : , 

» Mr. Dwyer was previously at the Footscray and District Hospital. 

“One of the major works undertaken was the installation of 2 new oi) 
fired boilers to replace ‘our out-dated briquette boilers. The boiler room was 
also re-wired and painted at. the same time. This new installation has im- 
proved our heating and hot water systems and reduced the labour costs in 
maintaining the old boilers. . : 

With the assistance of the Ladies Auxiliary, a new obstetric bed for the 
birth room was purchased and this has improved the working conditions 
considerably. - 35 

Also during the year, a new pan flusher was installed, new nursery cots 
were purchased and an extra insul cot was added to the nursery. 


Finance 


The hospital incurred a deficit of $1,474 during the year as compared 
to $282 during 1967/68. This resulted mainly from a substantial increase in 
salaries, wages and Administrative expenses together with some fall-off in 
fees received from patients. We received an additional $11,883 in Govern- 
ment Grants which helped offset the general increase in expenses.

Future 


The City of Altona is continually growing, and along with it, the need 
for expanded hospital facilities has, and will continue to be an urgent demand. 
During the past year much consideration has been given as to how these can 
be provided. There are two alternatives — we could press again for expan- 
sion of the existing hospital which has eventual limitations of lack of physical 
space to grow further and the hospital design does not lend itself to extensive 
modifications. 


The second alternative, for which we are currently preparing a tentative # 


master plan, is to commence building a new hospital on our Altona North # 


site. This hospital in time to come could develop to approximately 300 beds, 
but would be built in stages as the need arose. The first stage would be 
approximately 40 beds. When the proposed master plan is complete, an 
approach ‘will be made to the Hospitals and Charities Commission for the 
necessary funds for the first stage which will be in the vicinity of $500,000. 

To help provide such a large sum of money we envisage that a ‘Special 
Appeals” committee will be formed to ensure the most effective, co-ordinated 
approach to fund raising is taken. .
